Interesting and Exciting Career Marks 
Life of Benar Barzelay Who Will Give 
Final Concert at Woman s Club April Í4 


Benar Barzelay. noted violinist, who will present a program of 
violin solos at a benefit performance at the Woman's club house 
April 14. began his musical career at the age of eight, singing in a 
boy's chorus. His first violin lesson was begun at the age of ten in 
Troy, New York, under the celebrated local teacher, Victor W. 
Smith. Three years laieT, he won in an open competition the much 
coveted Peabody Scholarship for violin and composition at the Pea­ 
body Institute in Baltimore, Md. 


He also attended the Baltimore* 
City College, and later John Hop­ 
kins University — at that time 
flirting with the idea of becoming 
a surgeon. 


STARTS CAREER EARLY 


As a very young man he joined 
Leopold Stokowski and the Phila­ 
delphia Orchestra and a year 
later received a contract from 
Walter Damrosch and the New 
York Symphony orchestra as first 
violinist. He held this much cov­ 
eted position three years when he 
resigned to form his own orches­ 
tra with which he appeared both 
as soloist and conductor, travel­ 
ing extensively and culminating 
in one of the most renumerative 
contracts ever offered to a young 
American conductor. The position 
was awarded him by the Ever­ 
glades Club of Palm Beach to 
conduct the season’s Symphonic 
Concerts and open air grand op­ 
era at a salary of One Thousand 
Dollars per week. 
In addition, he appeared fre­ 
quently as violinist at private 
parties and musicals, getting as 
much as $500 for playing a few 
numbers on his violin. 


MUCH TIME ABROAD 


In the Everglades Club enter­ 
prise he had the substantial back­ 
ing of John Charles Thomas, the 
famous singer, and Mr. Thomas 
father-in-law, George A. Dobyne, 
wealthy Boston industrialist. 
Mr. Barzelay has spent consid­ 
erable time abroad studying and 
giving concerts on the Continent 
and in England. He has also play­ 
ed in Cuba, Central America and 
the West Indies. While touring 
the first time with Damrosch in 
Europe, he appeared before the 
Royalties of five countries and 
also before two Arab Sheiks and 
their harems. He hopes someday 
to play for the Sultan of Mor- 
roco, who is a great lover of 
music. 


HIGHLY HONORED 


Sculptors 
everywhere 
h a v e 
sought Benar Barzelay for the 
modelling of his hands, which 
have been considered by famous 
artists as unusually artistic and 
expressive. 
He has also been signally hon­ 
ored by testimonials from world 
famous musicians including A r­ 
turo and Toscanini, Leopold God- 
owsky, Geoges Euesco and Ye­ 
hudi Menuhin. 
But the one he treasures most 
highly is the picture sent him by 
the great Spanish musical genius, 
the Cellist, Pablo Casals, with the 
inscription—“To my dear friend, 
Benar Barzelay. . . from your de­ 
voted Pablo Casals.” 


HIGH RECOGNITION 


He has also won the high re­ 
cognition of great men in other 
fields of endeavor and enjoyed 
the friendship and sponsorship of 
the late Patrick Cardinal Hayes, 
who once sent him a beautiful 
autographed picture of himself, 
taken in Rome while attending 
a consistory of Cardinals. 
When asked whom he consid­ 
ered the greatest violinist of our 
time and for the past two or 
three decades, the tall, slender 
and keen-eyed maestro answered 
emphatically—“Eugene Ysaye.” 


PRAISES BELGIAN 


He said “there are no violinists 
living to day who can compare 


with the great Belgian master,” 
whom he fondly calls the “Isaiah" 
of all violinists—and after whom 
he models his own playing. When 
questioned further as to what 
special quality distinguished the 
playing and the virtuosity of his 
favorite master, the reply was 
“Poetry; a deep sense of poetic 
beauty, coupled with the keenest 
musical intelligence. Only Kreis- 
ler and Enesco, among the living 
masters,” he said further, “are 
worthy of being honored in the 
same category. Everything Ysaye 
did had bigness and style. It was 
what the French call “The Grand 
Manner’ ”— 
Mr. Barzelay. just prior to the 
time of the Spanish Civil War, 
was living in Spain as a guest on 
the estate of Pablo Casals and 
Maurice Eisenberg, perhaps the 
world’s most famous cellist today, 
and Casals’ only acknowledged 
pupil. 


HERE FOR REST 


Mr. Barzelay has been spending 
the winter in Palm Springs where 
he has come for a much-needed 
rest, and to devote himself to his 
musical compositions and to his 
other 
writings, 
which 
include 
many poems, essays and articles 
on the political situation of our 
time—and to a satirical novel re­ 
cently begun. He has appeared 
here in public several times as 
solo violinist and more recently 
as lecturer and commentator at 
Torney General Hospital where 
he just completed a series of six 
Sunday evening counsellor for 
the symphonic programs in the 
chapel given under Government 
auspices. 
In his final recital for the sea­ 
son he will have the collaboration 
of a very distinguished physician 
from 
Torney 
Hospital, 
Major 
Hans Smetana, who is also an 
artist pianist and related to the 
great Czech composer, Bedrich 
Smetana. 


Earl Gibbs Joins

“And I’m glad I did,” he de­ 
clared afterward.

say that before this honor of di­ 
rectorship was accorded me, I had 
never even gotten around to vis­ 
iting the Museum. 
“Now, since I’ve had a first­ 
hand opportunity to see and ap­ 
preciate the wonderful advan­ 
tages that it offers to the public, 
I’m more than delighted to have 
a part in its direction.

W hat about Congressional com­ 
m ittees? 
There are 46 Standing Comm it­ 
tees of the House of R epresenta­ 
tives; varying in m em bers from 2 
to 43, and varying greatly in im ­ 
portance. A com m ittee of rela­ 
tively sm all im portance to the 
m em bers generally, m ight well 
be the most im portant com m ittee 
of all to the people of a particular 
district. A Congressman requests 
the comm ittee appointm ent he 
w ants, and then m ay w ait for 
years to get on th a t committee. 
“Seniority” 
Is 
the 
w ord 
in 
W ashington! It is the password 
for appointm ent to com m ittees; it 
is the rule for taking p art in the 
com m ittee's proceedings, and it is 
the order for appointm ent to 
conference com m ittees betw een 
Houses. 
I suppose every 
new 
m em ber has at some tim e or 
o ther in his first w eeks in Con­ 
gress, chafed at th e restrictions 
imposed upon him by “seniority.” 
Perhaps it is w ell he does chafe 
a little, for seniority also, by its 
unw ritten law th a t the longest 
term m em ber of a comm ittee, on 
the m ajority side, becomes auto­ 
m atically the chairm an, certainly 
gives the Congress some com m it­ 
tee chairm en w ho w ould not, 
shall we say, have been chosen by 
popular vote. It imposes th e "to 
be seen and not heard u n til your 
tu rn comes" rule upon th e new 
m en, and it m ight keep from a 
com m ittee to rew rite a bill, the 
only m an on eith er House or 
S enate com m ittees who 
really 
know s anything in detail about 
th e subject under discussion. 
Some 
of 
these 
things 
may 
change w ith the years; perhaps 
they are more noticeable now, in 
the changing tem per of th e peo­ 
ple, but little by little w e learn 
th at these restrictions have their 
reasons w hen one learns th e pro­ 
cedures. The new m an learns that 
“seniority” is also his protection 
for staying on th e com m ittee in 
w hich his interest lies. T he con­ 
ference “handicap” can be an ad ­ 
vantage in putting experienced 
conferees into a huddle, w here 
green m en m ight lose the prover­ 
bial shirts .and th e older m en will 
welcome, from th e new er mem-

With 435 members, there m ust 
be regulation and there m ust be 
procedure; the thing is to adapt 
oneself, and then w ork for im ­ 
provements. 
California m en have been w ell 
treated 
in 
com m ittee appoint­ 
ments, much better than in pre­ 
vious years perhaps. I am prepar­ 
ing a m im eographed m em oran­ 
dum, show ing 
the committees, 
particularly those on w hich Cali­ 
fornians serve, and the duties of 
the com m ittees. I w ill send a 
copy to every new spaper and to 
every library in the district. It 
will be ready in a few days. 
For myself, I have been treated 
with em barrassing consideration. 
When I came to W ashington I 
seemed to be accom panied by a 
wave of desire to have m e on the 
House C om m ittee on A griculture; 
various associations asked this, 
and the farm groups, and m any 
individuals. The delegation asked 
for it. P arty lines m eant nothing; 
a Democrat had as m uch to do 
w ith the fact th a t I am today on 
the comm ittee, as any Republi­ 
can. 
It w as one of those “im pos­ 
sible" requests. There w ere no 
vacancies; it w as an “Exclusive” 
comm ittee (which m eans th at its 
members have no other com m it­ 
tees)—and it w as out of the ques­ 
tion for a new m an to think of it 
anyway! All com m ittee appoint­ 
ments are m ade by the parties, to 
fill 
the 
places 
assigned 
each 
party. 
The 
Democrats, 
having 
three vacancies, generously gave 
the Republicans, who had none, 
one of these. T hat w ent to a m an 
from Colorado who had w orked 
two years to get on th at com m it­ 
tee. The pressure continued. F in­ 
ally, to m ake a long story short, 
and extra place was m ade on the 
committee, 
by 
agreem ent 
be­ 
tween th e m ajority and m inority 
leaders, especially for me, thus 
making the com m ittee 26 m em ­ 
bers instead of 25. W ith Congress­ 
man Vorhis also now on the Dem­ 
ocratic side, the State of Califor­ 
nia, for the first time, has repre­ 
sentation on th e comm ittee of 
first im portance to it. 
In the m eantim e I had been 
serving on the Comm ittee on E x­ 
penditures in th e Executive De­ 
partm ents, w hich is a sort of con­ 
tinuation of th e w ork Poulson 
(who is also on it) and I did on 
the Jo in t Legislative Fact-Find­ 
ing Comm ittee in California; and 
also on the Com m ittee on Irriga­ 
tion and Reclamation, w hich is of 
very great interest to the 22nd 
District. I have had to resign 
from th e form er, but have been 
perm itted to stay on the latter, 
in addition to the “exclusive” 
committee. I am also on several 
delegation committees, including 
meat and guayule. I do not need 
to tell you th at I am honored, and 
that I feel the recognition is for 
the District, and for California 
agriculture, rath er than a person­ 
al one.

THE BASIS OF LIFE 


W ithout plants, life as we know 
it could not exist. Lions, jellyfish, 
antelope, m en—all are completely 
dependent upon 
the 
vegetable 
kingdom for life. Those that don’t 
eat the plant in the first place do 
cat plant-eaters; it all comes back 
to the fact ttfat only plants are 
able to convert energy directly 
into food. 


For all the energy on the earth 
comes to us from the sun; any ac­ 
tion or process taking place here 
can be traced back to that source. 
We know that all anim als use en­ 
ergy in everything they do, and 
th at this energy is obtained from 
the food they eat. And as there is 
no creation or destruction of en­ 
ergy, we know th at this energy 
had to be in the food all the time. 
And it came from the sun—count­ 
less billions of horsepower of it, 
pouring down endlessly on green 
leaves which harness it to the 
m anufacture of food. Perhaps we 
shouldn't say leaves: rather, it is 
the green stuff of the leaves that 
does the work. This is known as 
clorophyll, and it works as well in 
a microscope diatom as in a tw en­ 
ty-foot palm leaf. 


FASCINATING STORY 


This process of the energy-to- 
food transform ation is one of the 
m ost fascinating stories to 
be 
found in nature, and w e still do 
not know all we should about it. 
Scientists are constantly at work 
uncovering its secrets, and we 
m ay 
hope 
th at 
someday 
the 
w hole of the tale will be w ithin 
our grasp. 


To exam ine this process in a 
superficial way, let us begin by 
following a 
particle 
of w ater 
from its place in the soil until it 
becomes a part of a tree. This 
drop is so m ixed w ith the soil 
th at it could not be squeezed out 
by the most pow erful presses, but 
it m ay be extracted by a micro­ 
scope root-hair! These hairs occur 
by th e thousands on and near the 
growing tip of the root hairs; they 
grow from the woody part of the 
root, wrap around soil particles, 
and by some near-m agic process 
extract the wator. Each hair takes 
in an extrem ely sm all am ount of 
w ater, but there are so m any of 
them that they are able to nour­ 
ish the greatest trees. 
The largest of the root-hairs 
are about one third of an inch, 
w h i l e 
the 
sm allest 
measure 
scarcely one two hundred and 
fiftieth! B ut they occur in the 
greatest 
profusion, 
thoroughly 
penetrating 
every 
particle 
of 
soil 
near 
them. 
One 
scientist 
counted and m easured the root 
hairs sent by a species of grass 
into one cubic inch of soil; and, 
unbelievable a t is m ay seem, he 
found their combined length was 
four thousand feet—about four- 
fifths of a mile! And when you 
think of the num ber of cubic 
inches of soil surrounding an en­ 
tire root system, the figures be­ 
come almost astronomical. Not all 
plants have this m any hairs on 
the roots; for exam ple, a soy-bean 
plant shows only forty seven feet 
to the cubic inch of soil. And at 
the other extrem e is th e w inter 
rye plant, w hich was shown to 
have a total of fourteen billion 
hairs with a combined length of 
6,600 miles! 


TAKES MUCH WATER 


These figures seem staggering, 
and 
alm ost 
unnecessary, 
but 
w hen we see the w ork they re­ 
present, we can understand them 


better. It takes a great deal of 
w ater to keep a plant going, and 
all these root-hairs are a necess­ 
ity. W ater is continuously drawn 
up, from the roots to the leaves, 
w here part of it is transformed 
to 
wood 
and 
the m ajority is 
"sprayed” into the atmosphere. 
A single stalk of corn w ill thus 
lift around 440 pounds of w ater 
in its brief growing season; an 
acre of grass in a damp meadow 
may lift as much as six and a half 
tons of w ater in a single day. And 
an apple tree hauls up about four 
gallons of w ater every hour; an 
acre of orchard ground w ith forty 
trees on it lifts sixteen tons every 
day! The am ount of w ater de­ 
pends upon the leaf-surafce; for 
this reason, a grass plant, having 
a relatively greater surface of 
leaf, draw s more w ater in com­ 
parison to its size than a tree. 


AL1 this w ater is taken, togeth- 
iv with the m inerals it m ay con­ 
tain, into the m iddle of the roots, 
w here it goes Into tubes th at ex­ 
tend to the sm allest leaf in un­ 
broken sequence. It is through 
these tubes that the water is pull­ 
ed—or pull itself—upwards. If we 
pull a piece of wire, it supports 
a lot of force before it breaks. 
A piece of string breaks more 
easily, but will still bear some 
weight. And a thin column of 
w ater contained 
in a 
wooden 
tube breaks more easily yet, but 
it has some strength—enough to 
support its own weight. As the 
top of the column evaporates 
through the leaves, the w ater is 
simply pulled upw ard, by its own 
tensile strength.

ALL LEAF COVERED 


As these tubes progress out­ 
ward into the limbs and twigs, 
they become ever more and more 
branched, until they arrive at the 
leaves them selves. Here w e see 
them as veins in the leaves, al­ 
though there are many, many 
tubules th at are far too fine to be 
seen w ithout a microscope. In 
fact, these pipelines are so small 
that no p art of a leaf is m ore than i 
1/125 of an inch away from one I 
of them. 
The cells of the leaves are dif­ 
ferentiated to 
perform various 
functions. The palisade cells con­ 
tain 
the 
w onderful 
clorophyll 
that causes sunlight to turn w ater 
and gases into food. And there 
are spongy cells in w hich the 
exchange of air and w ater take 
place. The 98 p er cent of w ater 
that goes out Into the atm osphere 
passes through wonderful open­ 
ings called “stom ata” w hich close 
when th ere is #a deficiency of 
w ater; this evaporation, as we 
m entioned before, is necessary as 
it supplies the force to pull w ater 
up from the roots. The other two 
per cent of w ater combines with 
the new ly-m anufactured 
f o o d , 
m aking a thick fluid, and this 
travels back down through spec­ 
ial tubes near th e surface of the 
plant—ju st under the bark in 
trees—and supplies all the parts 
of the plant. 


CYCLE GOES ON 


And so the cycle w ithin the 
plant is complete—w ater to food 
to plant-tissue; and w hen the 
plant, or p art of it, is eaten by an 
anim al, the cycle goes on. 
For example, here I am. I am 
w riting this article, using energy 
that was obtained from eating as­ 
paragus, which w as nurtured di­ 
rectly from sunlight, and beef, 
which grew by eating plants. The 
energy I used—a great deal of 
energy, too!—by standing in line 
to get the beef came from plants! 
And the typew riter I’m using is 
made of m etal w hich was molded 
by the effect of heat from coal, 
which is nothing more than mil­ 
lion-year old plant m atter which 
obtained its energy from the sun. 
When w e see a green leaf, it is 
an awesome thing to realize that 
the sunlight th at strikes it serves 
not only to sustain that leaf, or 
that plant, but the life of a whole 
planet!

War Board Assists 


In Farm Deferments 


Assistance to 
essential farm 
laborers and their employers in 
obtaining occupational d e f e r- 
ments under provisions of recent 
modifications of Selective Service 
regulations is being offered by 
the Riverside County USDA War 
Board. Working in close coopera­ 
tion with the Local Selective Ser­ 
vice Boards, the War Board is 
furnishing the information con­ 
cerning the occupational status of 
farm workers and assisting in the 
relocation of experienced workers 
not now in essential farm jobs. 
Importance of keeping draft 
boards currently advised on the 
status of farm workers was em­ 
phasized this week by Mr. H. D. 
Roberts, 
county 
USDA 
War 
Board Chairman. According to 
Mr. 
Roberts, 
e a c h 
employer 
should be certain that informa­ 
tion 
concerning the status of 


every essential worker in his em­ 
ploy is filed with the local Selec­ 
tive Service Board with which 
he is registered. This information 
should be supplied in writing on 
Selective Service Form 42-A, and 
a new form should be prepared 
each time a worker changes his 
status. The necessity of supplying 
all essential information in w rit­ 
ing rather than verbally was 
stressed. 
The W ar Board may also ini­ 
tiate requests for deferment or 
file appeals for essential workers. 
A special procedure is neces­ 
sary in the case of an essential 
worker who has already received 
his notice of induction. The coun­ 
ty USDA War Board should be 
notified 
immediately 
and 
the 
matter will be referred through 
the State War Board to state 
headquarters of Selective Service. 
Workers and employers may 
obtain full information and as­ 
sistance in filling out necessary 
forms from the County USDA 
War Board office at 3646 Ninth 
Street, Riverside, California.

NO OUTSTRETCHED HANDS 


This week students of Palm 
Springs 
High 
School 
abruptly 
changed a tim e-honored tradition. 
They pledged allegiance to the 
flag o f the U. S. A. w ithout ex­ 
tending their right arm s toward 
the flag. Instead, their hands re­ 
m ained over th eir h earts during 
the entire ritual. H ereafter, there 
will be no m ore raised hands 
during salutes or pledges of a l­ 
legiance to Old Glory. 
The change is in accord with 
national policy, adopted by con­ 
gressional action. It is believed 
the old flag ritu al suggested too 
much o f the N azi salute, although 
the la tte r does not require palms 
to be upw ard, as does th e flag 
salute used u n til now 
in this 
country. 
Som e persons may feel th at we 
have yielded a form of ritu a l too 
readily. We had our salu te first, 
as o th e r peoples had th e swas­ 
tika 
before th e Nazis 
had it. 
There is no good reason for yield­ 
ing a monoply in any usage of 
them. 
H owever, schools all o v er the 
country are dropping th e extend­ 
ed arm salute. T he new salu te can 
mean as much as the old, and it 
will be well to have uniform ity 
for all civilian observance of this 
patriotic gesture. 


More im portant than acceptable 
ritual is proper regard for the na­ 
tional emblem. W e should m ain­ 
tain a high regard for w h at the 
flag stands for. A nd to show rev­ 
erence. w e m ust observe all the 
rules concerning the p ro p e r care 
and use of the flag.’ T his latter 
“m ust” should have a particular 
significance to our local 
high 
school students. 
Recently attention w as called 
in assem bly to th e fact th a t sev­ 
eral dozen sm all flags used at 
school social functions h ad been 
stored in an inappropriate place 
and w ithout proper care an d pro­ 
tection. 
High 
school 
students 
should never handle the flag of 
our country carelessly o r disre­ 
spectfully. All flag courtesies and 
am enities should be observed re­ 
ligiously. A ttitude is alw ays more 
im portant than ritual.

Mount With 58 in 


Trouble in Month 


A r r e s t s mounted in Palm 
Springs during March with 58 
persons being taken in tow by 
policemen and later hailed before 
Judge Guy Pinney in municipal 
and justice courts. 
Of the 58 nabbed in March, 38 
were called to court for drunk­ 
enness, 7 for disturbing the peace, 
4 for vagrancy, 3 for driving 
while intoxicated, and one each 
for battery, violation of the room­ 
ing house law. for property dam­ 
age, for the FBI and for another 
city. 


TRAFFIC CASES DROP 


Thinning traffic due to wartime 
was noticeable in that but three 
traffic citations were issued and 
only three traffic warnings given. 
There was one traffic mishap but 
there were two pedestrain colli­ 
sions which resulted in injury. 
Petty thieves were busy with 
15 cases listed in the month. 
There were four grand theft in­ 
vestigations 
and 
four autoists 
who reported stolen cars, were 
grateful to the police who sooh 
recovered them. 


NINE LEAVE TOWN 


Three women were included in 
the arrests, two for intoxication 
and one for vagrancy. Significant 
in the report was the statement 
that four women had left town to 
escape impending arrest and that 
five men had done likewise. 
During the month two prowlers 
were investigated and two reports 
of dog bites studied. In March, 62 
complaints were investigated and 
five FBI cases studied. 
Thirty two soldiers were picked 
up for military authorities. 
Police cars travelled 4401 miles 
in the month.

All meats came under the con­ 
] trol of the OPA this week with 
i the announcement of maximum 
; prices for beef, veal, lamb and 
I mutton. Pork ceilings became ef­ 
fective on April 1. The ceiling 
prices become effective at m id­ 
night April 14. 
Under 
the 
new 
regulations, 
small meat markets may sell at 
prices one to two cents more 
than charged by the chain stores 
and larger retailers. Various cuts 
have been standardized and the 
prices will be uniform through­ 
out the western states. 


STRICT ENFORCEMENT 


Steps have 
been 
taken for 
strict enforcement of the regu­ 
lations. 
The new order is designed to 
eliminate the black markets in 
meat as every retailer must post 
the ceiling prices and housewives 
will know the top prices they 
may be charged. 
In most cases consumers will 
find the new ceilings of beef, 
veal, lamb and mutton less than 
they have been paying lately. 


HAMBURGERS DOWN 


Southland housewives will find 
“ham burger” (designated by OPA 
as 
ground 
beef) 
as attractive 
from the price side as it is on 
point basis. The new maximum 
will be 33 cents per pound, com­ 
pared with 
previous consumer 
prices ranging up to 50 cents. 
Top prices on leg of lamb range 
between 43 and 45 cents per 
pound, 
chuck 
roast (bone in) 
from 35 to 37 cents, grade a sir­ 
loin steak 48 cents per pound in 
small stores and 46 cents in all 
others. Retailers of Kosher meats 
will be guided by a separate pro­ 
vision to be issued shortly. 
To place all consumers on even 
footing, retail cuts of meats will 
be standardized as to cutting and 
trimming and only those describ­ 
ed in the new price regulations 
may be sold by storekeepers, fol­ 
lowing the pattern 
adopted in 
pricing pork at retail.
